S.R.O. 3.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, namely:-— 

1. These Rules may be called the General Provident Fund (Defence 
Services) (Twenty-Third Amendment) Rules, 1966, 

( 1 ) 
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2. In the General Provident Fund (Defence Services) Rules, 1960, for sub- 

rule (3) of rule 16, the following sub-rules shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"(2A)(a) A subscriber who has been oermitted under clause (d), 
clause (e) or clause (f) of sub-rule (1) of rule 16 to withdraw 
money from the amount standing to his credit in the Fund shall 
not part with the possession of the house so built or acauired or 
house site so purchased, by way of sale, mortgage, gift, exchange, 
or by way of lease for a term exceeding three years, without 
the previous permission of the sanctioning authority. He shall 
submit a declaration by a date not later than the 31st day of 
December, of everv year to the effect that the house or, as the 
case may be. the house site continues to be in his possession and 
shall, if so required, produce before the sanctioning authority, on 
or before the date specified bv that authority in that behalf, the 
original sale deed and other documents on which his title to the 
property is based. 

(b) If at any time before retirement, the subscriber parts with the 
possession of the house or house site without obtaining the pre- 
vious permission of the sanctioning authority, the sum withdrawn 
by him shall forthwith be repaid in one lump sum together with 
interest thereon at the rate determined under rule 11. and in de- 
fault of such repayment, the sum shall he ordered bv the sanction- 
ing authority to be recovered from his emoluments either in s 
lump sum or in such number of monthly instalments, os may be 
determined by the President, 

3. Nothing in sub-rule (2) or sub-rule (2A) shall be deemed to require 

a subscriber whose denoslts in the Fund earrv no Interest, to nay 
any interest on any sum repayable by him under those sub-rules.”
